FOREST FIRES RAQINQ 


Mrs. Buttles Found in the Milwaukee River with 


Her Boy in Her Arms—Husband and Friends 


Scoured Woods Hoping to Find Them Alive. 


Milwaukee. Oct. 24.—Holding her 


son tightly in her arms, the bodies 
of Mrs. Cephas Buttles and her 5- 
year-old son. Robert, who have been 
missing since MVjnday Boon, were 
found In the Milwaukee river, half 
i mile north of 
Humboit 
avenue 


bridge, at 12:30 o'clock this morning. 


The bodies were found by a search- 


Ing party consltlng of-members of 
the Wisconsin consistory, who,were 
in session last night when news was 
received that the woman had been 
seen in the neighborhood earlier In 
the evening. The 'Masons adjourned 
to search for the missing woman and 
her child and after hours of scour- 
Ing the woods In .the vicinity, 
they 


found the bodies. 


Mrs. 
Buttles three years ago ran 


away and remained three days in tne 
same vicinity before' found. 
She did 


this to escape from an attendant who 
watched her because her mind -was 
said to be unbalances.. She wanted 
to have this restraint thrown off. She 
protested that she was capable of car- 
Ing for herself,' and In the cunning 
way of'• a'demented person watched 
her chance to escape again.

The 
flames wf-rb discovered a few. mlnuteb 
before C o'clock p. m., almost immedi- 
ately after the. big gates .'of ttie slauh- 
ter-houses had swung back to' let the 
flood of employes sweep out toward, 
their homes, and at~ midnight .four 
great buildings had toppled over. In 
ruins and tho.flames were roaring high 
above the dismantled walls and threat- 
ening to destroy the ten structures 
that remained .standing...- Hammond's 
fire department found Itself utterly 
belplena to contend against the • ad- 
vance uf the flames, and a message 
was sent to Chicago -shortly before 7 
o'clock Imploring' that. assistance be 
sent Immediately.

Chief Mnaham at once ordered four 


engine companies to proceed to the 
assistance of Hammond, and before 10 
o'clock Chief 
Campion was on the 


ground ready to give, battle .to the 
conflagration. At midnight the follow- 
ing buildings 'had been* razed -by the 
flames: Export beef cooler, four-story 
brick and frame, 350 by 100 feet, con- 
taining thousands of head of slaugh- 
tered cuttle. Cold storage warehouse 
for cattle, considerably , emciler -than 
first building.'

Sheep slaughter-house.

sons were injured by falling walls and 
a etampede of cattle.

There was 
also a shed used for. housing the pri- 
vate' fire department connected with 
the establishment, but this was de; 
stroyed by the fire before the appa- 
ratus had fairly cleared the place.

Thirteen hundred men or boys were 


employed about the plants, and the 
regular 
hour for quitting Is 5:30 


o'clock. 
The whistle bad blown for 


them to leave their posts, and the 
yards and exits were packed with the 
human mass turning their steps home- 
ward. A boy leaving the,office build- 
Ing a few yards distant / from the 
slaughter-houses caught the smell of 
burning wood, and looked toward the 
wooden tupola that surmounts tho 
big export beef cooler building. He 
saw n tiny Jet of flame floating from 
one of the amnll apertures that serve 
to admit light to the storerooms and 
divined lhat the place was on flre. 
His-shrill cry was taken up by the 
hordes of men leaving .the grounds, 
anil in a few moments;the alarm had 
spread throughout the length and 
breadth of the town of Hammond.

BANDITS .HOLD UP A TRMN 


Two Miuk'cd " Mrn." 
After ' De«p«rmle 


Fight, Hecur. But MttU Booty.. 


Portland. Ore.,' Oct. 24.—The north- 


bound Overland Express train on the 
Southern Pacific railroad was held up 
by two masked men fifteen miles south 
of Eugene at 3 o'clock a.m. The. rob- 
bers blew open the express car with 
dynamite, but secured no booty, hav- 
ing been' driven off 'by the express 
messenger.
